They Heard 
the 
Final Sermon 
Before 
Receiving Their 
Diplomas. 


DELIVERED BY REV. McROBERTS.

Was Amonff the Ablest Baccalaure­ 
ate Discourses Ever Delivered 
In Benton Harbor. 


The 25 members of the graduating 
class of the Benton Harbor college 
heard the final discourse, before re- 
cieving their diplomas, at the Metho­ 
dist church last olght. It 
was de­ 
livered by Rev. Thomas R. McRoberts, 
pastor of the Congregational church in 
St. Joseph and was one of the ablest 
baccalaureate sermons ever delivered 
in Benton Harbor. 


A crowd that packed the auditorium 
and galleries of the church was In at­ 
tendance. Pews in the front of the 
center ro\v of seats were reserved for 
the graduates and a few minutes be­ 
fore the hour for the service to com­ 
mence the graduates filed into the audi­ 
torium from an outer room and occu­ 
pied the vacant pews.

In closing Mr. McRoberts said that 
this herHage is ix)wer. ^That the phy­ 
sical world is ready to open her doors 
to young men and women who have 
learned liow to knock. 
When ¿men

world for them, when they have learn­ 
ed how to use thought, the world is 
theirs, for it’s not the raw labor of 
muscle that alone creates wealth, but 
it is thought. 


In conclusion Mr. McRoberts ad­ 
dressed some more jjersonal words to 
the young people that composed the 
class assuring them that our fathers 
did not lay up for them a .fortune they 
won by.toil for .them to si)end in lu.\- 
ury or with indiflference, that all we 
have inherited is a place in the line of 
march, and material with which we 
can build grand monuments.

Congress Has Appropriated for Kcllef 


of AncriCMS in Cuba. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 1“.—(Special)— 
President McKinley sent a s{>ecial mes­ 
sage to congress this morning which 
said that ofliclal Information from the 
consuls In Cuba established the fact 
that In Cuba there wore 000 to 800 hun­ 
dred Americans without means of sup- 
})ort and suffering from want of food 
and medicines. 


The president recommended that an 
appropriation of $50,000 be immediate­ 
ly passed for use under the direction of 
the secretary of state to relieve the 
Americans and ¡lermit the return of 
any American who desires to do so. 


Congress immediately passed the ap­ 
propriation without division.

Was "All 
Yours.” 


In speaking to the graduating class 
last evening Hev. Thomas R. McRob­ 
erts took for his theme “ Your Herit­ 
age,” developing his sermon from the 
words of Paul “All things are yours.” 
The speaker said the-sturdy a}M>stle re­ 
pudiated the idea that Christianity nar­ 
rowed a man’s vision, or kept his ac­ 
tivities inside of a small circle, or that 
it imi)overished anyone’s life. His con­ 
ception uf Christianity was that it 
should make him the mo.*<t universal of 
all men. He believed that nothinji un­ 
der the dome of God’ii blue was foreign 
to a Christian’s sympathies; that there 
was no tfutli. from whatever soiu’ce the 
truth uiight come: that there was no 
fact of life, uo person under the dome 
of God’s blue tliut ma^v not tlirob with 
interest to the Christian us conceived 
by Haul. 
He believed Chri^stianiiy 
giv es to muii the largest possible hori- 
'zon. When men were «levoting their 
enei'fiies ti» one phaise of tiie truth, and 
called themselves followers of A polios, 
another clasii of men were wulkiiig in 
the light of another particle of truth 
and chose to call themselves followers 
of i*eter. l^aul’s Up curled \vith scorn, 
he pitied their devotion to a partial 
truth, and attirmed that they were mak­ 
ing light of their heritage because all 
was theirs, both tne truths that A|>oUoi> 
and Peter or anyone else preached. 


Mr. McRoberts said that 19 centuries 
and more were packed Into the numeral 
all; that the best of all ages that have 
gone before are the heritage of young 
people now living; that men who live 
have all ages and other worlds to attend 
them. The chambers of the most pre- 
cioui» ilioughts and acts, and examples 
are open to us now. 
Plato Is ours and 
Christ is ours, and Shakespeare and 
Wiiittier, all ours, and in a truer sense 
than were they to the men who lived 
when they did, since Time has opened 
to us the truer meaning of their words 
and revealed the clearer light of their 
thoughts. It is right to claim the best 
that can be gleaned from every source, 
and to claim every truth, as all truths 
are rays of one life, one energy which 
after all is saying that they are all 
parts of God. 
AU are ours, Burns has taught us 
how to look at a daisy, Browning what 
to see in a toads eye, Miller has told us 
what there is in a sandstone, Burrows 
teaches us how to look over a New 
England field, George Elliot how to 
read the workings of a human heart, 
T^y^an how to hear night spread her 
over the daylight of a Maine for 
rest. Every mind, has taught us. The 
world is yours and what you possess to­ 
day is 24 hours of a life that is enriched 
b j oountless master minds. The air is 
freighted with the possessions of great 
roinas. That is your inheritance. It’s 
not egrotism, or a piece to boast for 
Paul to say that life is yours, for men 
have proved it, that by indomitable 
enerirv they have had the making of 
their U vei.

Kingman, A. T., May IT.—Ahvote, the 
Piute Indian \yho has In the last thrao 
days murdered no leM than ten white 
men, la dead. He met hts fate a t the 
hands of members of his own tribe, who 
were 
compelled 
by 
the 
miners 
in 
Eldorado Canon to trail the murderer 
to death, th# i>enaUy for their failure 
to do no belnv flxed at the annihilation 
of every Piute the miners could reach.' 
Eight years affo a brother of Ahvote 
killed a mall rider. 
The whites de­ 
manded that the murderer be killed, 
and Ah%'ote was ordered by the tribe 
to kill him and bring back convincing: 
proof that he had executed the order. 
He brought in one toe and a part of an 
ear. but the whites said he must bring 
better proof. 
Two days afterw ard he 
brought the head of his brother. Since 
that time Ahvote has been morose and 
sullen and IK'ed apart from the tribe.

Four days ago h* took a rifle and 
killed Lars Fransen and BeA Jones, 
teamsters; Christian Nellson and Ciias. 
Monaghan, miners; Judge J. M. Mort*)n, 
aaaayer and mlllman, known all over 
the coast: John Po%vers and W. Connol­ 
ly, well-to-do mine owners, and three 
other men, names unknown. The kill­ 
ings were all cold-blooded butcherief. 
The miners' congregated In Eldoradj 
Canon and told the Plutes that If they 
did not bring In or kill Ahvote they 
would kill 
e%»ery 
Piute 
they could 
reach. Six Plutes immediately took the 
trail and followed It to the places where 
his victims %rere killed. 
From side to 
side of the Colorado river went Ahvcte 
on hl9 pilgrimage of murder. 


By th« Wny. Wh»r<ii W*« the l.««r f 
The Indians followed him down the 
river, found where he had made his 
last landing and trailed him ten mites 
up the canon Into the mountains, where 
they crept up and shot him as he wan 
going ovor the range. An Indian wont 
to the river and signaled to John Ap­ 
pel, who was going down the stream 
In a boat with the body of Monaghan, 
to come ashore. He tied up his boat and 
went with the Indian and viewed the 
body of Ahvole. The board of super­ 
visors of Mojave county, A. T.. offered 
a reward of 1250 for Ahvote and Mou^e, 
who murdered Davis and Sterns la»i 
February.

Telephone advices from White HUI». 
flfty miles north, 
state 
that flftc*eu 
armed Piute Indians came into town 
Saturday evening and made 
threats 
that if the whites molested thenj they 
would do some killing. 
The deputy 
sheriff attempted to diiiarm them, but 
gat only one gun. Three Indians wer*> 
placed under arrest and the others lleU 
from town. It Is feared that they will 
kill many men who are in the hlllii 
unarmed and a posse may go after 
them.

Bismarck, X. D., May 17.—The pre­ 
liminary hearing of the five SIouk In­ 
dians who murdered the Spicer family 
at Winona. N. D., In February last has 
1>een completed at Williamsport, Em­ 
mons county. Holy Track, one of the 
aceuaed, toi«c the witness stand, and 
told the terrible story of the iMime, 
implicating Black Hawk and Cadotte, 
the two half-breeds, and Standing Bear, 
Defender 
and 
himself, 
full-blootlod 
Sioux. Holy Track said that 
pe- 
cembei’ Black Hawk, Cadoite, Dt*f»»nder 
and hinuself ¡stole and killed altoHr^tiier 
nine head of cattle and always traded 
some for whisky to Caldwell. 


Finally Filaek Hawk suggested ihat 
they kill same white people an<l h:oi 
money, planning’ to kill a family IjwUj'v 
Winona, but there were too many ni-*a 
there, and they were afraid. 
Black 
Hawk then sugisesied tiie Spicer family 
and set the day for the murder, but it 
wa.s very stormy and Black Hawk posl- 
\wmú the i rime. But Black Hawk had 
not been dividing the cattle money fair­ 
ly, and Holy Track wanted to act at 
once. 
The others agreed and he {jat 
Standing Bear to help. 


He continued: 
"On Wednesday we 
killed them all. I ttrst slwt Mr. Splor 
and Standing Bear pounded him with 
a shovel, and then Defender stabbed 
him as he fell with a pitchfork. I then 
went and shot Jiilrs. Spicer and stabbed 
her with a pitchfork, and Defender hit 
her with an ax. 
Cadotte 
attacked 
Mrs. 
Rouse. 
but 
she 
hit 
him 
with something and knocked him sense­ 
less. Then she went Into another room 
and grot a hoe. I went to kill her tlien 
with the butt end of the gun. but she 
was quick and hit me with the hoe. 
Again I went at her, but maybe she 
would have killed me with !t if it had 
not caught in the stovepipe wire. 


“I knocked her onto a lounge and she 
laid 
there as I thought 
dead, 
but 
Cadotte, who had come to, said not; ‘¡o

THE BIG RAILWAY BRIDGE. 


Four of the Six BIr Piers are in 
Position. 


The St. .loseph Valley railway bridge 
across the St. Joseph rivrr is rapidly 
assuming the pro|)ortions of a completed 
Btrueture. Four immense piers are in 
position and two others are fast rising 
skyward. 


The structure will rest on six gigan­ 
tic supports which are anchored at the 
bottom with clusters of piles. 
The 
piles are driven into the river’s bed 
and then encased withj-huge. hollow 
iron cylinders, filled tOj the top with 
crushed stone.

He should be a man 
with intuitions and ougJit to be able tt 
decide almost at a gluuce wJietijer a pa­ 
tient is suffering from bram trouble or 
alcoholism. 


There have been of late a grc*at many 
instances where this mistjike iius been 
made, and it is by no means creditable 
to the hospital authorities wJien such 
tlupders are made. 


One of the latest exploits of a hospi­ 
tal doctor was to order a cold bath for a 
consumptive patient who showed some 
symptoms of hysteriiw Shortly after the 
bath the woman died. Just why a doc­ 
tor should order such treatment com­ 
mon sense as well as the medical pro­ 
fession woulii like very mut^h to know. 


Hospitals are in the main supported 
by the p» ople, and the people have a 
right to good treatment and courtesy at 
the hands of those wht» are put in 
charge of such institutions. Failing to 
receive this, the public hi^ also the 
right to demand an investigation of the 
situation itnd to demand the punish­ 
ment of those who xtre guilty of such 
unprofessional and inhuman conduct 
and that their places be filled by those 
who are more intelligent iuid better fit­ 
ted for the duties and responsibilities of 
such a place.—New York L«edger.

Spiritual condition so m ightily aíTectcd 
by the physical state, what a great oppor­ 
tunity this gives to the Christian pliysi- 
ciiin, for he ran feel at the same time both 
the pulpe of the body and the pulse of the 
seul, !ind he can administer to both at 
once, and if medicine is neetled he ean 
give tliut, and if spiritual counsel is need- 
e«l he ean give th a t^ a n earthly and n di­ 
vine prescription at the same time—and 
call on not only the apothncary of cnrth. 
but the pharmacy of heaven! 
Ah, tljut 
Is the kind of doctor I want a t my bed­ 
side—one tliat cannot only count out the 
right number of drops, but who can also 
pray. 
That is the kind of doctor I have 
had in my house wlicn sickness or death 
came. 1 do not want any of your profligate 
or atheistic doctors around my loved ones 
when the balances of life are trembling. 
A doctor w’ht» has gone through the med­ 
ical college, and in dissecting room has 
traverscil the wonders of the human mech­ 
anism, and found no Goti in any of the 
labyrinths, Is a fool, and cannot doctor me 
or mine. 
But, oh, the Christian doctors! 
What a comfort they have l)cen In many 
of our houseliolds! And they ought to 
have a warm placo in our prayers, as well 
f.s praise on our tongues. 


I bless Goti that the number of Chris­ 
tian physicians Is multiplying and some 
of the stutlents of the mcHlical tx>lleges nre 
here today, and I hail you and ordain you

l^ rd ;” or th at Jeremiah was more pious 
when he wrote his prophecy than when he 
wrote ills “ lam entations;” or Job when 
he raid, “ I know that my Ketleemer IIv- 
eth,” than when coveml over w ith the 
pustules of elephantiasis as he sat in the 
ashes st^ratohing the scabs off with a bro* 
ken piece of jiottei^; or that Alexander 
Cruden, the concorilist, was a ixittcr man 
when he compllctl the 
lM)ok th at has 
heliicd 10,000 students of the Bible than 
when untler the imwer of physical disor- 
der.he was handcuffed and strnit waistcoat* 
ed In Bethnal Griben Insane a^lu m . 
“ O h,” says some Christian man, “ noone 
ought to allow physical disorder to depress 
his soul. 
He ought to live so near to God 
as to be always in the sunshine.” 
Yes, 
that is good atlvlce. 
B ut I w arrant that 
you, tlie man who gives the advice, has a 
sound liver. 
Thank God for a healthful 
heiwtle eonditlon, for as certainly as you 
lose it you will sometimes, like Davitl, 
and like Jeremiah, and like Cowper, anti 
like Alexander Cruden, and like 10,000 
other invalids, lie playing atleiui march on 
the same organ with which now you play 
a staccato. 


UlMlpatloaa. 


My object at this point it not only to 
emolllate the criticisms of those in good 
health against those In poor health, but to 
show Christian people who are atrabllloua 
what is the m atter with them. 
Do not 
charge against the heart the crimes of an* 
other portion of your organism. 
Do not 
conclude because the path to heaven 
ii not arbored with as fine a foliage, or 
the lianks beautifully snowed with exqni* 
alte ehryaanthemums as once,that therefore 
you are on the wrong road. The road will 
bring you out at the same gate whether 
you walk wiih the stride of an athlete or 
come up on crutches. Thousands of Chris* 
tians, morbid about their experleneea, and 
morbid about their business, and morbid 
about the present, and morbid about the 
future, need the sermon I am now preach* 
ing. 


Another practical use of this subject is 
for the young. 
The theory it abroad that 
they m ust flwit sow their wild oats and 
afterward Michigan wheat. Let me break 
the delusion. Wild oats are generally sown 
in the liver, and they can never lie pulled 
up. 
They so preoccupy that organ that 
there Is no room for the implantation of a 
righteous crop. 
You see aged men about 
us at t^O, erect, agile, splendid, grand old 
nien. 
How much wild oats did t h ^ sow 
between 18 years and aof None, absolute­ 
ly none. 
Gcd tloes not very often honor 
with old age those who have in early life 
snoriiiced sw!ne on the altar of the botlily 
temple,

changed, religion does not change the liver. 
Trembling and staggering along thist«

Whatf 
Will a m an’s body never com* 
pletcly recovcr from early dissipation in 
this world? Never. How about the world 
to come.'’ Perhaps, God will fix it np in the 
resurrtjction botly so that it will not have 
to go limping through all eternity. 
But 
get the liver thoroughly tlamaged, and it 
will stay damagi^V*^^ 1^^8 
you are here. 
Physicians call it cirrhqsis of the liver, or 
Inflammatiion of the liver, or fatty degen­ 
eration of the liver, but Solomon puts all 
these pangs into one figure and says, “ Till 
a dart strike through his liver.” 


Hesiotl seemed to have some hint of this 
w’hen he represt*nti»d Prometheus, for his 
crimes, fastened to a pillar anci an eagle 
feetling on his liver, which was renewed 
again each night, so that the tlevouring 
went on until finally Hercules slew the 
eagle and rescued Prometheus. And a dis­ 
sipated cju’ly life assures a ferocity pecking 
away and clawing away a t the liver yeiwr 
in and year out, and death is the only 
Hercules who can brc}»k the power of its 
Inak or unclench its claw. 
Bo also others 
wrote fables about vulturtis preying upon 
the liver. 
B ut there are those here with 
whom it is no fable, but a terrific reality. 


That young man smoking cigarettes and 
smoking cigjirs has no idea that he is get­ 
ting for himself smoked liver. That young 
man has no idea th at he has by early dis­ 
sipation so depleted his energies that he 
%vill go into tlie buttle only half armed. 
Here is another young man who. If he put 
all his forces against the regiment of 
youthful temptations, in the strength of 
God, might drive them back, but he is al­ 
lowing them to 1x5 rc-onforetd by the whole 
army of midlife temptations, and what 
but immortal tlefeat ean await|him? 


Oh, my young brother, do not make the 
mistake that thouKands are m aking in 
opening the battle against sin too late, for 
this world too late, anti for the world to 
come too late. 
What brings that express 
train from St. Louis into .Tersey City three 
hours late? They lost 16 minutes e^irly on 
the route, and that affected them all the 
way, anti they hatl to be switchetl off here 
and switchetl off there, and detained here 
and detained there, and the man who 
loses time and strength in the earlier part 
of the jom’ney of life will suffer for it all 
the way through—the first 20 years of life 
damaging the following 60 years 


Some years ago a scientific lecturer went 
through the country exhibiting on great 
canvas different parts of the human body 
when healthy, and the same parts when 
diseased. Anti what the worltl wants now 
is some elt>quent scientist to go through 
the country, showing to our young people 
on blazing canvas the drunkard’s liver, 
the idler’s liver, the libertine’s liver, the 
gambler’s liver. 
Perhaps the spectacle 
m ight stop some young man before he 
comes to the catastrophe and the dart 
strike through his liver. 


A F«w Epitaphs. 


My hearer, this is the first sermon you 
liave heard on the gospel of health, anil it 
may be the last you will ever hear on that 
subject, and I charge you, in the name of 
GtMl and Christ and us^ulness and eternal 
destiny, take better care of yo\ir ht'alth. 
When some of you tlie, if your friends put 
on your tombstone a truthful epitaph, it 
will rt‘ad, “ Here lies the victim of late ship­ 
pers;” or it will be, “ Behold what lobster 
salad at m idnight will do for a m an;” or 
it will be, “ Ten cigars a tlay closed my 
earthly existence;” or it will be, “ Thought 
I could do at 70 what I did at 1^0, 
and 1 am here;” or It will bo, “ Here in 
the consequence) of sitting a half tlay with 
wet feeit;” or it will be, “ This is where I 
have stacked my harvest of wiltl oats;” or 
Instead of words the stonecutter will chisel 
for an epitaph on the tombstone two fig­ 
ures—namely, a tlart and a liver. 


There is a kintl of sickness th at is beau­ 
tiful when it comes froni overwork for 
Gt)d, or tine’s country, or one’s own fam ­ 
ily. 
1 have seen wounds that were glo­ 
rious. 
I have seen an empty sleeve that 
was more beautiful than the most nniscu- 
lar forearm. 
I have seen a green shade 
over the eye, shot out In battle, that w al 
more befiutiful than any two eyes that 
bail passetl without injury. 
I have aec^n 
an old missionary worn out with the ¿ja­ 
larla of African jungles, who looked to me 
more ratliant than a rubicund gymnast. 1 
have seen a mother after six weeks’ watch* 
Ing over a family of children down with 
scarlet fever, with a glory around her pale 
and wan face that surpassed the angelic. 
It all depends on how you got your sick­ 
ness and in w hat battle your wounds. 


If we mus i get tick and worn out, let it 
be in God’s aervice and in the effort to 
make the world good. 
Not in the service 
of sin. 
No, n o ! One of the most pathetic 
scenes that I ever witness, and 1 often aee 
it, is that of men or women converted in 
the fifties or sixties or seventies wanting 
to be useful, but thc'y so served the world 
and satan in the earlier part of their life 
that they have no physical energy left for 
the serivce of God. They sacrificed nerves, 
muscles, lungs, heart and liver on the 
wrong altar. 
They fought on the wrong 
tide, and now, when their sword is all 
hacked up and their am munition all gone, 
they enlist for Emmanuel. When the high

The hospital physician should be a 
man of the most thorough methods and 
the mosc extreme cont^rvatism. 
Hc^ 
should be chosen as much for his prac­ 
tical good sense as for bis skill in diag­ 
nosing diseaf^e. He should be a mau 
with intuitions and onght to be able to 
decide almost at a glance whether a pa­ 
tient is suffering from brain trouble or 
alcoholism. 


There have been of late a great many 
instances where this mistake has been 
made, and it is by no means creditable 
to the hospital authorities when such 
blunders are made. 


One of the latest exploits of a hospi­ 
tal doctor was to order a cold bath for a 
consumptive patient who showed some 
symptoms of hysteria. Shortly after the 
bath the woman died. Jnst why a doc­ 
tor should order such treatment com­ 
mon sense as well as the medical pro­ 
fession would like very much *to know\ 


Hospitals are in the main supported 
by the people, and the people have a 
right to good treatment and courtesy at 
the hands of those who are put in 
charge of such institutions. Failing to 
receive this, the public has also the 
right to demand an investigation of the 
situation and to demand the punish­ 
ment of those w’ho are guilty of such 
unprofessional and inhuman conduct 
and that their places be filled by those 
who are more inttilligent and better fit 
ted for the duties and responsibilities of 
•ttch a place. ««New York Ledger.

During'^the progress of this morning’s 
session of the circuit court Jud^^ Cool- 
Idge announced that he intended to call 
a grand jury next October which will 
sit during the October term of the clr^ 
cult court. 


The announcement was received with 
considerable surrrise b^ the attorneys 
in attendance. 
There is no particular 
case, so far as known, that the jud^e is 
particular in having investigated, but 
numerous matters which cannot be un­ 
raveled any other way than by a grand 
jury exist and it is evidently the pur­ 
pose of the court to have these probe^L 
There are numerous violations of the 
law that go unpunished because of the 
refusal of the right persons to make 
complaints, and such cases will be 
turned over to the grand jury; People 
who would not appear as the complain­ 
ing witness in certain cases are not un- 
unwilling to appear before a grand 
jury when summoned and testify 
against the accused. 


The last srand jury called in Berrien 
county sat during Judge O’Hara’s term 
of office at which time a bi;^ grist of 
indictments were brought in against 
saloonists who had violated tbe liquor 
law. It is probable that» the October 
grand jury will find ‘‘true bills” a>?ainst 
a few of that class of business men.
